the Punjab for the year 1919-20 have been adopted without alteration. 

3. The territorial transfers that have occurred since the last Census 
are — (l) the separation of Delhi Province, (2) the formation of Sheikhupura 
District, (3) inter- District transfers, (4) a transfer of 3 square miles from Sind to 
Bahawalpur owing to Survey corrections. The separation of Delhi Province has 
affected the areas of Rohtak, Gurgaon and Karnal Districts and the formation 
of Sheikhupura District, the areas of Gujranwala, Lyallpur, Sialkot and Lahore 
Districts. 

4. In the case of those Indian States in which Survey Operations have 
not been carried out recently, the figures of the corresponding table of 1911 have 
been repeated ; while in the case of others recent Survey figures have been used. 

5. “ Biloch Trans- Frontier ” is the hilly tract across the border of the 
Dera Ghazi Khan District proper. It is administered by Tumandars 
(Tribal Chiefs) under the control of a Political Assistant to the Deputy Commis- 
sioner. The tract has not yet been regularly surveyed and the area given in the 
last Census Report has been repeated.

1. In this table the figures of the present census are compared with 
those of previous censuses. 

During the last decade Delhi and the Punjab have been formed into 
separate provinces ; and small areas have been transferred to each from the 
United Provinces. The new district of Sheikhupura has been formed and 
minor territorial changes have occurred affecting the- folio wing districts : — 

Delhi, Rohtak, Gurgaon, Earnal, Ambala, Simla, Lahore, Sialkot, Gujran- 
wala, Sheikhupura, Gujrat, Shahpur, Montgomery, Lyallpur, Jhang and 
Multan. 

2. The population of areas transferred has been taken into account 
and the figures of former census reports adjusted accordingly. The total 
population of the Punjab and Delhi in 1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 has been 
increased by 14,812, 15,600, 17,299 and 17,064 persons respectively on apcount 
of transfers of areas from the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh. 

3. A census was taken in the Punjab in 1868, but the administrative 
divisions of the province were then so different that comparison is useless.

. 2. According to revenue records the total number of villages in the 
Punjab and Delhi British Territory is 36,666 of which 2,057 are uninhabited. 
The total number of inhabited villages and towns according to this table comes 
to 34,580. The difference of 29 villages is due to the following causes : — 

(а) Due to 6 villages being included in three towns. 

The names of these towns do not [appear in the 
revenue records as each of them is made up of 
two or more villages ... ... ... 3 

(б) Villages lying within municipal limits and being 

treated as part of the town ... .. ... 22 

(c) Civil Lines and Cantonments shown as separate 
units in the revenue records but treated as part of 
the adjoining town ... ... ... 4 

3. - Villages whose homesteads lie in one block so that no line can be 

drawn to distinguish the population of one village from that of the other, were 
at the time of enumeration treated as a single unit. In compilation, however, the 
total population of such villages has been divided equally between the component 
villages and each village treated as a separate unit. 

4. The revenue mauza has generally been taken as a village except in 
the case of towns. In some of the Indian States which have not been surveyed 
the unit for collection of revenue has been treated as a village. 

5. The total number of travellers enumerated in encampments, boats 
and trains, etc., etc., has been shown separately in this table. In Tables IV and V 
the number has been included in the population of the towns in which the place 
of enumeration is situated.

1. For the purposes of this table a town was defined as including every. 
Municipality .of whatever size, every Cantonment, all Civil Lfnes not included 
in municipal limits, and every other continuous collection of houses inhabited 
by not less than 5,000 persons which is of an urban character though not under 
Municipal Government. 

2. The question whether a collection of residential houses should or 
should not be classed under the last category was determined by the 
Superintendent of Census Operations in correspondence with local Officers 
before the Census with reference to the probable population, and consequently 
in many cases the limit of 5,000 was not reached'. On the other hand many 
places with more than 5,000 inhabitants were omitted as they had not urban 
characteristics. The headquarters of all Punjab States, except the Simla Hill 
States, have been included in this table irrespective of their population. 

3. No attempt has been made to adjust the figures affected by changes 
in the area of towns during the last decade, and the figures given in the previous 
Census have been repeated. The limits of Hoshiarpur, Gujranwala and Lyallpur 
Municipalities have been extended since the last Census by the inclusion of 
areas from the adjoining villages, but the figures for the areas included are not 
available. 

4. Twenty-four towns with a total population of 123,146 persons have been 
added for the first time* while 11 places with a population aggregating 48,883 per- 
sons in 1911 and treated then asjbowns have now been excluded from the list. In 
consequence of this the figures in the first five lines of the table for previous 
Censuses are not the totals of the figures given below them.

5. In the case of places treated as towns for the first time it has not 
been found possible to ascertain the former population, while in the case of the 
other towns the available figures for each column have been given.

The total of the infirmities therefore exceeds 'the total number of 
persons afflicted as given ip columns 2 to 4. The figures of persons afflicted 
with dual infirmities are stated below for both the Punjab and Delhi Provinces.

5. As no economy In space could be effected by the omission of 
caste3 returning only a few persons afflicted with infirmities, the figures for 
all caste3 returning infirmities have been shown in this table without 
exception. 

6. The figures given opposite Bhat in this table include 1,793 males 
and 1,773 females who returned their caste as Brahman Bhat, amongst 
these the only infirmities recorded were blindness amongst four males. The 
figures opposite Jhi war include 1, 265 males and 961 females who returned 
their caste as Mehra Rajput, amongst these one male was recorded as 
insane which was the only infir mity recorded.

1. The term “ Industrial Establishment 5J in this table means any premises 
wherein or within the precincts of which ten or more persons are employed on 
separate remuneration in any process for making, repairing, ornamenting, 
finishing or otherwise adapting for use, for transport or for sale any articles or 
part of an article. It does not include such industries as are carried on by 
members of a household in their joint interest with less than ten hired 
labourers. The statistics exhibited in this table regarding various industrial 
establishments were collected in a special schedule which was filled in by the 
owners or managers of all establishments in which at least ten persons were em- 
ployed on the date of the census. 

2. This table is divided into seven parts : — 

Part I shows for the province as a whole the number of persons employed 
in each kind of industry distinguishing between industrial establishments in which 
mechanical power is used and those in which it is not and classifying them accord- 
ing to the number of persons employed. 

Part II gives the district figures without the classification of establishments 
according to power and number of persons employed given in Part I. 

Part III shows classification of industrial establishments according to the 
class of owners and managers. 

Parts IV and V deal with caste, race and birth-place of skilled and unskil- 
led workmen respectively in selected industries. 

Part VI furnishes details of power employed* 

Part VII gives the number of looms in use in Textile Establishments.
